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WORLD  LARD  PRODUCTION  AND  Tl^!fe''/^1966 

Lard  production  in  I968  in  the  world's  major  producing  countries  was  esti- 
mated at  7,880  million  pounds — up  0.8  percent  from  the  7,820  million  pro- 
duced in  1967  and  7.8  percent  from  the  I96I-65  annual  average  of  7,310 
million. 

The  European  Coomunity  (EC),  East  Germany,  Yugoslavia,  Taiwan,  and  the 
Philippines  accounted  for  most  of  the  gain  over  19^7 .    Countries  showing 
declines  frco  19^7  included  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina,  Poland, 
and  Japan.    Lard  production  in  most  countries,  except  the  United  States, 
continues  to  show  larger  percentage  increases  than  those  for  pork  indi- 
cating heavier  roajrket  weights  and  closer  trimming  of  wholesale  cuts.  The 
smaller  percentage  gain  in  lard  production  compared  with  pork  production  in 
the  United  States  is  indicative  of  the  downward  trend  in  average  yields  per 
animal. 

Lard  production  in  North  America  was  down  almost  1  percent.    The  declines  in 
the  United  States  and  Canada  more  than  offset  the  small  gain  recorded  for 
Mexico.    Production  in  the  United  States  totaled  2,062  million  pounds,  com- 
pared with  2,076  million  produced  in  1967.    Production  in  Canada  dropped  to 
130  million  pounds  fron  137  million  in  1967,  while  output  in  Mexico  rose  to 
1^  million  from  ikk  million  in  the  previous  year. 

Europeein  lard  production  was  estimated  at  2,800  million  pounds,  ccopared  with 
2,720  million  in  1967.    The  EC,  particularly  West  Germany,  accounted  for  most 
of  the  gain  in  Western  Europe,  while  East  Germany  and  Yugoslavia  accounted 
for  moat  of  the  rise  in  Eastern  Europe.    Poland  and  the  United  Kingdom  were 
the  only  two  countries  in  this  area  showing  declines  from  the  previous  year. 
Production  in  the  USSR  approximated  the  I967  figure  of  1,860  million  pounds. 

Production  declines  In  both  Argentina  and  Brazil  caused  the  drop  recorded 
for  South  ,\merlca.    No  significant  changes  occurred  in  Africa  or  Oceania. 
Production  in  Asia  equaled  the  previous  year's  level  of  U70  million  pounds, 
with  the  gains  recorded  for  Taiwan  and  the  Philippines  offset  by  the  drop 
in  Japan. 


World  lard  production  in  I969  is  currently  expected  to  show  a  slight  decline 
from  1968.    A  drop  of  about  7  percent  is  indicated  for  the  United  States. 
Smaller  production  is  also  expected  in  the  EC  and  the  USSR.    A  small  gain 
is  forecast  for  Eastern  Europe. 

Trade 

Lard  escports  from  the  major  producing  countries  last  year  continued  upward 
for  the  second  consecutive  year.    Total  shipments  aacrunted  to  810  million 
pounds — up  from  78O  million  in  I967  but  still  below  the  I96I-65  annual  aver- 
age of  850  million.    Larger  exports  from  the  Netherlands,  France,  Italy, 
Belgium,  West  Germany,  Sweden,  and  Argentina  accounted  for  the  gain.  Coun- 
tries showing  declines  from  the  previoufl  year  Included  the  United  States, 
USSR,  Romania,  Poland,  eind  Bulgaria. 

The  United  States  continues  to  be  the  world's  leu-gest  country  exporter  of 
lard.    Exports  last  year  toteiled  175  million  pounds,  compared  with  I89  mil- 
lion in  1967  and  the  I96I-65  annual  average  of  k62  million. 

U.S.  Share  Continues  to  Decline.    The  U.S.  share  of  world  exports  declined 
for  the  fourth  consecutive  year  from  66  percent  for  196k  down  to  22  per- 
cent for  1968.    The  EC's  export  subsidy  plus  the  continued  weakening  of  an 
already  depressed  world  leird  price  caused  by  ever-rrowin^'  supplies  of  lower 
priced  competitive  vegetable  and  marine  oils  and  other  animal  fats,  pre- 
vented any  reversal  in  the  continued  dcwnwcird  trend  despite  ample  supplies 
available  for  export.    Even  with  the  lowest  market  prices  since  19^,  the 
United  States  lost  its  competitive  position  in  the  U.K.  market  because  the 
EC's  internal  prices  followed  the  Chiceigo  f.o.b.  price  more  or  less,  thus 
maintaining  the  absolute  margin  between  them.     In  December  I968,  the  United 
States  was  forced  to  retcLLiate  with  its  own  export  pa>TBent  procrraa  on  lard 
shipments  destined  to  the  United  Kingdom.    The  program  vas  initiated  only 
after  bilatereil  consultations  with  the  EC  failed  and  the  United  Klngdcm  re- 
fused to  apply  countervailing  duties  eigalnst  the  EC. 

EC  lard  exports  to  third  countries  rose  to  307  million  pounds  from  212  mil- 
lion in  1967,  an  increase  of  almost  100  million,  virtually  all  of  it  destined 
to  the  United  Kingdom,    The  sharp  rise  in  the  EC's  shipments  to  that  meu-ket 
can  be  attributed  directly  to  its  export  subsidy.    From  May  27,  I968, 
through  July  3I,  1969,  the  rate  remained  unchanged  and  was  equivalent  to 
3.35  U.S.  cents  per  pound.    On  August  1,  I969,  the  rate  will  be  reduced 
to  2,95  cents.    The  reason  given  for  this  reduction  was  the  rising  prices  in 
third  countries  caused  by  reduced  siqjplles  available  for  export.    The  EC's 
lard  export*  during  I969  are  likely  to  range  from  250  to  275  million  pounds 
because  of  a  decrease  in  hog  slaughter  and  reduced  shipments  of  hog  grease 
coning  in  from  Eastern  Europe  and  the  United  States.    Imports  of  hog  grease 
are  refined  into  lard  with  most  of  it  for  foreign  shipment. 


Lard  exports  in  I968  from  Eastern  Europe — Bulgaria,  Poland,  and  Romania — 
dropped  to  76  million  pounds,  ccn^pared  with  122  million  in  1967  and  I36  mil- 
lion in  1966.    Poland's  exports  declined  from  60  million  pounds  in  1966  to 
35  million  in  I967  and  to  13  million  in  I968  because  of  short  domestic  supplies. 
Exports  fron  "both  Bulgaria  and  Romania  were  down  from  the  previous  year's  levels. 
Also,  exports  fron  the  USSR  dropped  to  99  million  pounds  from  163  million  in 
196T. 

World  Imports  Down  Slightly.    Lard  imports  by  the  world's  principal  importers 
in  1968  totaled  83O  million  pounds,  down  slightly  from  850  million  in  I967. 
The  United  Kingdom  continued  to  be  the  world's  largest  importer  and  accounted 
for  51  percent  of  the  total  in  1968.    Cuba  ranked  second,  followed  by  Belgium, 
the  Netherlands,  Canada,  Mexico,  Bolivia,  Yugoslavia,  Hungary,  and  West 
Germany,    These  10  countries  accounted  for  almost  90  percent  of  total  world 
imports  last  year. 

U.K.  imports  in  1968  totaled  k2'J  million  pounds,  compared  with  klk  million 
in  1967  and  U09  million  in  19^6.    The  rise  for  the  second  consecutive  year 
reflects  the  steady  upward  trend  in  demand  for  direct  consumption.    The  de- 
msuid  for  l&rd  used  in  the  manufacture  of  raaj-garine  aind  conjjound  fats  con- 
tinued to  decline,  being  supplanted  by  lower  priced  substitutes.    Use  of 
lard  in  the  manufacture  of  margeirine  and  compound  fats  has  actually  declined 
from  the  1964  high  of  258  million  pounds  to  51  million  in  I968  and  is  likely 
to  approximate  only  25  million  to  30  million  for  I969.    The  huge  world  sup- 
plies of  low-priced  peLLm  oil  has  almost  completely  replaced  l6a*d  in  the 
manufacture  of  compound  fats. 

The  U.S.  share  of  the  British  market  declined  once  again  to  29  percent,  com- 
pared with  39  percent  in  I967,  29  percent  in  I966,  and  the  1961^  high  of  89 
percent.    The  EC  export  subsidy  alone  prevented  the  United  States  from  re- 
capturing its  fair  normal  share  of  the  British  market  in  I968  even  with 
abundant  and  reasonably  priced  supplies  available  for  export.    With  the 
current  export  payment  program  in  effect,  it  is  likely  that  the  U.S.  share 
will  exceed  50  percent  during  1969* 

Outlook  for  Trade.    World  tretde  in  lard  during  I969  is  expected  to  show  a 
small  gain  over  that  in  1968  because  of  larger  export  availabilities  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year.    The  gain  over  the  previous  year  occurred  during  the 
first  half  of  I969.    Svipplies  available  for  export  will  be  down  during  the 
second  half  of  I969.    Further  strengthening  in  the  market  price  for  lard  over 
the  normal  seasonal  rise  in  the  early  fall  is  contingent  upon  the  export 
payment  programs  of  the  world's  two  largest  exporters  of  leird.
